We are soon to have a visit from the Sultan of Sulu, and although no 


special.appropriation has been made for his entertainment he will doubt- 
less be properly taken care of. The Sultan presides over'the 'destinies of 
a group of islands that form part of the Philippines. He has not been 


. dethroned nor disturbed in his possessions. Through diplomatic methods 


be has been made the warm-and loyal friend of the United States. 
For 


that reason it is to our interest to retain his friendship and not to treat 
him with any indignity. 


The aim. of onr government undoublcdly is to relieve the Sultan of 


Sulu of his authority without the application of force. He will in due time 
be .divested of his robes of state and his official authority by virtue of some 
action by the Philippine government; lint for the present the government 
finds that it is just as well to allow him to felicitate himself upon the fuel, 
that lie is still (be ruler over the.Sulu archipelago. If. is rather inconsistent 
for the United States government to have ;i despotic ruler like the Sultan 
Qi' Snl'u 'representing it in any part of the Philippines. 


We are not much accustomed to imterf miring royal rulers of this -char- 


acter, but we may loarn a lesson from England's mode of dealing with 
Oriental princes, and if we follpw lier oxmnplc we shall receive fhe Sultan 
of Siihi with us much ceremony as we would the Prince of Wales or some- 
body of .far greater importance. It would not be well to send the Sultan 
home feeling thai, his importance is underestimated by (he'imperial gov- 
ernment at Washington arid by the Sultan of Sultans nt Washington.

The hill is tmlciilnicd to strike a blow at the alliance between the 


trusts and the members of congress. The Tinilcd 'Slates senate, it is well 
known, is largely identified with trusts of one kind or another. Many of 
them urn stockholders in some of the largest trusts of the country, includ- 
ing the sugar trust, the steel (rust and the Standard Oil trust. 


Mr. Randall seems to be a pioneer in this particular movement. In a

THE 
SULTAN 
OF SULU 


- . We are soon to have a visit from the Sultan-of Sulu, and although no 


special, appropriation has been made for his'entertainment'he will doubt- 
less be properly taken care of. The Sultan presides over the destinies'of 
a group of islands, that form part of the Philippines. He has not been 
dethroned nor disturbed in his possessions. Through diploma tic methods 
he.has been made the warm and loynl friend of- the.United States. 
For 


that reason it is to our interest to retain his friendship and not to treat 
him .with any indignity. 


The aim of our government undoubtedly is to relieve the Sultan of 


Sulu of his authority without the application of force. He will in due time 
be divested of his robes of state and his official authority by virtue of some 
fiction by Ihe Philippine government; but for the present the government 
finds that it is just as well to allow him to felicitate himself upon the fact 
that he is still the ruler over the Sulu archipelago. It is rather inconsistent 
for the United States government to have n despotic ruler like the'Sultan 
of Sulu representing it'in any pnrt of the Philippines. 


We are not much accustomed to entertaining royal rulers of this chnr- 


fl'.'ler, but we may learn a lesson from England's mode of dealing with 
Oriental princes, and if we follow her example we shall receive the Sultan 
of Sulu with as much ceremony as we would the Prinee\pf Wale's or some- 
body of far greater importance. It would not be well to send the Sultan 
home feeling that his importance is underestimated by the imperial gov- 
ernment at Washington and by the Sultan o£ Sultans at Washington.

1 Hou C. B. Eandall, congressman from Texas','has introduced a bill to 


prohibit members of congress from acting; as attorneys to public service 
corporations during their term of office.

corporations or accepting privileges and gratuities which they receive 
wholly on account of their official position. 


The bill is calculated to strike a blow nl the alliance between the 


trusts and the members of congress. The United Stales senate, it is well 
known, is largely identified with trusts of one kind or another.

them are stockholders in some of the largest trusts of the country, includ- 
ing the'sugar trust, the steel trust and the Standard Oil trust.

For 
that reason it is to our interest to retain his friendship and not to treat 
him with any indignity.

The aim of our government undoubtedly is to relieve the Sultan of 


Sulu of his authority without the application of force. He will in 'due time" 
be- divested of his robes of state and his official authority by virtue of some 
action by the Philippine government; but for the present the governmont 
finds that it is just as well to allow him to felicitate himself upon the fact 
that he is stijl the ruler oi'er the Sulu archipelago. It is rather inconsistent 
for the United States government to have'a.despotic ruler like the Sultan 
of. Sulu representing it in any part of the Philippines.

AVe are not much accustomed to entertaining; royal rulers of this char- 


acter, but we may learn a lesson from England's mode of dealing with 
Oriental princes, and if we follow her. example we shall receive the Sultan 
of Sulu1 with as nnich ceremony as we would the Prince-of Wales or some- 
body of far greater importance.

prohibit members of congress from iicting us attorneys to public service 
corporations during their term of office. 
The scope of Iho bill is wide 


enough to prevent members of congress serving, in the. employ of such 
corporations or accepting privileges and gratuities.' which they receive 
wholly on'account of their official position. 


The bill is calculated to strike n blow at the alliance between the 


trusts and the members of congress. The United States senate, it is well 
known, is largely identified with trusts of one kind or another. Many of 
them are .stockholders in some of the largest trusts of the country, includ- 
ing the sugar trust, the steel irust and the Standard Oil trust. 


Mr.*Randall seems'to be a pioneer in this particular movement. In a 


speech recently delivered iu congress he said:— 


Those whose pecuniary profits will be greatly reduced by 
the 


passage of this bill cannot be expected 
to favor its enactment.

provide a motive for the crime. Briere, 
who ovfned a small .farm near Ceran- 
cez, wished to marry a woman of con- 
siderable .wealth. 
Circumstantial evi- 


dence led to the conviction, that the 
farmer, considering his family an en- 
cumbrance, murdered his iive children 
in order to carry out his wishes.
